[ocean shore by earthquake or 
high winds. Bather, the extreme 
force of the wind, blowing at a 
| velocity, of some 125 miles au hour 
across from, thirty to forty. miles 
of open shallow water, literally 
picked up and pushed the water of 
the lake Coward and on to the 
down-wind shure.
